sided thrcughout the session. BSenator
Armstrong, of the comm:ttes on resolu-
tions, announced that the cominittee was
ready to report, and read the following
reso utions, which were signed by all but
two members of the committee:

WHEREAS, The general welfare of our coun-
try. in so fur as it relates to navigable nivers,
harbors and commerce, is commi.ted by the
Constitution of the United States to the ex-
cl@sive churge of the Congress: and

WHEREAS, Cheap transportation of our com-
mercial protucts constitutes one of the most
important ¢lements of the general welfare: and

WHEREAS., The Congress has donated to pri-
vate corporations more than one hundred mil-
lions of mouey and upwards of two hundred
millions of acres of our National lands with
which to construct artificial. and therefore
much more expensive highways owned by pri-
vate individuals, while they have neglected to

feasible harbor on the northwest coast of the
Gulf of Mexico, which would not only aford
verymuch cheaper trunsportation, but which,
by our organic law, is under the exclusive care
and control of Congress: and

WHEREAS, The vast and rapidly developing
area lying west of the Mississippl river. com-
prising more than three-fifths of the National
domain, and yielding largely more than one-
half of the agricultural, meat and mineral
produc's of the entire country, is by this neg-
lect forced to transport 1t commerce Lgr0-8
the continent by way of these artificial and ex-
pensive highways, subject to such exactions of
private cupidity as amounts always to a serious
bur.en, ard sometimes to total interdiction 1o
both consumer and producer; and

WHEHREAS, There can be no justification of
this discrimination in favor of public highways,
which, during the last year cost the comme ree
of the West an enormous loss in transportation
expen-e, estimated at more than one hundred
and twenty millions of dollars, or upwards of
ten m'llions per month, therefore,

Resolred, That in reuffrmance of the action
Denver convention, and of the com-
mittees organized thereunder, it is the sense
of this ccmvention that it is the duty of
Congress to sppropriate permanently
and for fmmediate use, whatever
amount is necessary 1o secure a derpwater port
on the northwest coast of the gulf of Mexico,
west of the 93¢ degree west longitude, capable
of admitting the largest vessels, and at which
the best and most accessible harbor can be
secured and maintained in the shortest possi
ble time and at least cost; the time, place and
cost to be as ertained from the board of en-
gineers appoioted under an act of Congress
passed at its last session.

Reaolred further, That this convention, in be-
balfof the people it represents. thanks the Con-
gress of the United States for the prompt and

atisfactory sction heretofore taken in recogni-
tion of the request of the Denver deep harbor
convention.

Reeoloed, That the thanks of this convention
are due to the permanent committee appointed
at the Denver deep harbor convention for their
efcient action in the past, and said committee
is herehy requested to continue earnestly in
the work so well begun and said commitiee is
instructed to preseant these resolutions to the
President of the United States, with the re-
quest thut he, in his annual message to Con-
gress, recommend such an appropriation as
may be reported necessary to secur® the per
manent decp harbor on she coast of Texas,
which may be rerommended by the report of
the 1 oard of sngineers.

Resolp~d, That those States and Territories
represented in this convention and not repre-
sented on the permanent committee shall have
the privilege of reporting to the permanent
committee the names of such members of the
committee as they may be entitled o under
the basis of representation on which that com-
mittee 1s constituted.

Then S B. Watts, of Louisiana, se-
cured recognition and ted a min-
ority report signed by himself and W. H.
Cline, of Texas, favoring the construction
of at least three barbors on the gulf coast
west of the Atchafalaya bay.

After a loag debate the majority report
was ad-pted amid great entkusiasm, and
after a resolution of thanks to the people
of Topeka the convention adjourned.

NEW WAR ELEMENTS.
The Repeating Rifie and Germany's
Smokeless Powder.
Baron Beck, the Chief of Staff of the
Austrian army, had an opportunity of
'noting a very interesting novelty at
. the sham fight which the German Em-
! peror ordered to be held out near
Spandau in honor of his illustrious
. guest, the Emperor of Austria. The
itroopa engaged, constituting a large
portion of the Guard Corps, were
| formed into two pretty equal bodies,
whereof one, named the East army,
' had advanced from Berlin on purpose
. to reduce the fortress and citadel of
Spandau. to which the approach was
| defended by a West army. Into the
| details of this battle, the most inter-
| esting of its kind, for several reasons,
! which has been fought for long in
| Germany, it would be superfluous for
me to 2o; but there were two main in-
' cidents that must be mentioned, be-
i cause they attracted the special atten-
i tion of the Emperor Frances Joseph
and his Chiel of the Staff.
| It had been the aim of the defenders
| to outflank the invading corps (which,
‘by the way, was under the command
i of the Emperor’s brother-in-law, Ma-
! jor-General the Hereditary Prince of
{ Saxe-Meiningen). and for this purpose
; it began to mass and deploy a large
| force on its right flank. This foree, in
{ beautifully developed order, according
| to the latest rules of fire discipline,
Ehad been for some time engaged in
{ pouring a steady fire into the enemy’s
i lines, when all of a sudden it was
 commanded to face about and meet the
. charge of a regiment of Lancers com-
, ing on like a thunderbolt in extended
_array. Nothing could have been
. more admirable than the prompt way
@n which the skirmishing compa-
,nies faced about to meet the un-
. expected danger, and the cool and
| rapid manner in which a body of their
supports formed up in line at right
angles to the menaced riflemen, thus
inclosing the advancing lancers in a
murderous parallelogram of front and
' enfilading magazine fire. It is only in
such emergencies as these that the
troops are allowed to use their rifles
as repeaters, and certainly nothing
could have been more awflully and
swiftly destructive than the mus-
ketry volleys with which these rashly
daring horsemen were received, and
which in real warfare must have emp-
tied every single one of their saddles.
But in real war they probably would
not have been hall so bold.

Having thus disposed of this dan-
ger, the defenders again resumed their
flanking advance. We could observe
little or no attempt at returning our
i rifle fire on the part of the foe. But

this was a delusion. The umpires
soon decided that in spite of the appa-
rent success of our brilliant flanking
movement, we must face to the right
about and fsll back. and with all the
more alacrity, too. secing that we our-
selves, the outflankers, had been most
skillfully outflanked by a large body
of the enemy, which, creeping through
. a wood, threatened to fall upon our
rear. The fact of the matter was that
we had been lured to our destruetion
' by thinking that the invader had lost
heart, whereas in this particular part
i of the field he had only been firing
with powder which emitted no smoke
and comparatively little sound.

Smokeless powder—that was the
Iatest innovation in the equipment of
| the German army which its young
commander had to show to his Impe-
rial Austrian ally, and the latter was
charmed with the result. —Berlin Cor.
London Times.
